Infectious  Diseases  -  Scar let  Fever  ^ 

Seven  cases  were  notified  as  compared  'with  eight  last 
year*  One  was  a  return  case. 
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Four  cases  were  notified,  all  young  children,  the  same 
number  as  in  1943 »  Three  cases  proved  not  to  be  clinical 
Diptheria  after  admission  to  Hospital,  leaving  one  mild  case  who 
had  previously  been  immunised* 

The  Immunisation  Scheme  has  been  successfully  continued., 
nearly  90%  of  children  from,  l-lj  years  in  the  area  having  been 
protected* 

No  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  notified. 


Tuberculosis 
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Four  new  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  five  last 
year.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  832  per 
million  as  compared  with.  269 3  0,  243,  1,082,  298  in  1943 ,  1942, 

1941,  1940  and  1939  respectively.
